MAGNETISM. 


Whenever an electrical current 


flows in a conductor it establishes 
a magnetic field. For this reason 
a knowledge of magnets and mag- 
netism is very essential. Maenets 
may be divided into two classes: 


(a) Permanent Magnets 
Cb) E|ectromagjie«s. 
PERMANENT MAGNETS. 
If a 


bar of steel is placed in a magnetic 
jBeld. it becomes magnetized and 
retains this magnetism permanent- 
ly and if dipped into steel filings 
it will attract and retain a con- 
siderable number of these filings 
on the ends of the bar but none in 
tha center. 
These ends have the 


strongest magnetism and are known 
as the poles of the magnet. 


It is a well known fact that the 


earth possesses north and south 
magnetic poles and that if a per- 
manent maguet such as a compass] 
needle is so supported as to Jiave 
freedom of movement, one 
will 


point to the north magnetic pole.
